SIR, | 
1 H1S Relation you ſtand in t6 me as my Pariſh Minſter, has neceflarily drawn upon you the 
preſent Trouble, for to whom ſhould I apply for Solution of my Religious Scrnples, but to him 
win has the more immediate Care of my Soul? My Manner of Life you very well know 
has been according to that Sect of our Charch call'd Torzes or Hegh-Flyers, who have diſtinguiſhed 
memſelves from thew Brethren the Whigs or Low-Churchmen, by Pretences to unlimited Loyalty, 
and 2n extravagant Zeal for tne Safety of the Church, and this I muſt ſay of my ſelf, that bating 
my having frequented her Aſſemblies oftner, drank leſs, and ſwore ſeldomer fot her; no Man has 
out{trip*d me in Zeal on all Occafizns. I have heard the Sin of Sciſm diſcrib'd in ſuch odious Co- 
burs from your Pulpit, and tne Schiſmatick {ſo often deliver'd over to Satan, that it has created in me 
an utter Abhorrence of. tie one, and an Opinion that a Man could not confiſtently with his being a' 
200d Churchman, allow the common Priviledges of Humane Nature to the other. You have taught 
m:, that one might, with leſs Hazard to his Salvation, be guilty of Murder, Adultery, Drunken- 
nels or Blaſpizmy, than of Schiſm ; and conſequently I thould rather have choſen to be found in a 
Houſe cE unlawful Pleaſure, than ſeen in an Aflembly of our Schiſimatical Difſenters, whoſe P aces 
of Worſhip I kave with Pleaſure ſeen demoliſh'd and brunt, and ( GOD forgive me for it ) ſo far 
hath my Zeal for the Church tranſported me, as to wiſh their Preachers had periſh'd in the Flames : 
Thus have I all my Life long hug*d my ſelf in the Opinion of my own Or.hodoxy, and a Contempt of 
thoſe you have taughtme to call Schiſmaticks t11] a little Diſcovery has diſmounted my Confidence ; 
and I am full of doubt whether after all this while that I have accounted my ſelf Sometiing, I am 
ſill Nothing, but have miſerably deceived my ſeif : In ſhort, Sir, Iam ſtung with that cuting Re» 
proach, * Thouart i1excuſeable O Man, . whoever thou art, that judges; for wherein thou judgeſt 
* another, thou condemnelt thy ſelf, for thou that judgeſt doſt the ſame Thing : Nor can I ſtand 
' that wounding Interrogatory, and thinkeit thou this O Man that judgeſt them who do ſuch Things 
*and doit the ſame, that thou ſhalt eſcape the Judgment of GOD? You will naturally conclude, 
ts the late Schiſm charg'd upon us haſt given me this Uneafineſs, a Charge, which if it cannot be re- 
mov'd lays us under the moit dreadful Circumſtances; *tis a Mine at our very Foundation, and if it 
ſpring with Succeſs, mult ineviteably bury us all in its Ruines; wonder not then at my Concern in 
this Matter, wherein I take my Eternal Salyation to be in Diſpute, I ſhall never forget ſuch Paſſag- 
es in your former Diſcourſes as theſe, © Schiſm is a Sin directly oppoſite to that Spirit of Love and 
* Union, the peculiar Mark of CHRIST's Diſciples, without which Spirit its impoſſible for any Man 
© to be Caved: | K 
* Men may much better diſturb the Peace of the State, than that of the Church. Now if Eternal 
© Damnation be the Reward of the one, what Degree of Damnation is due to the Schiſmatick, who di- 
* ſturbs the other? i. e. If I underſtand your Meaning, a Degree of Damnation beyond Eternal : 
© Oh dreadful! --— Again, no Returas of Prayers can be expected by ſuch as join with Schiſmaticks, 
nor no Benefit of Sacraments --- Once more, our Communicating with Sciſmaticks, makes us Schiſ-+ 
© maticks, and by Communicating with Exzcomunicates ( which alas, is the Caſe ) we not only loſe 
* all our Labour, but we get a Curſe inſtead of a Bleſſing, and turn our very Prayers and Sacraments 
© into Sin. Alas! Alas! What have I been doing all my Lifetime! The very Thoughts fill me 
with Horrour ; ever and anon am I frightned out of my Sleep, with theſe dreadful Words, Shiſm ! 
Schiſni ! Refiitence ! Damnation ! Like Peals of Thunder ring in my Ears. Sir, if you have any 
Bowels of CompaſliOn for a poor diltrefſed Creature, lend me your Aſſiſtance to refute the Charge, 
whici I can no more of my ſelf, than I can removea Mountain. I have uſed all the Arguments I am 
Maſter of to no Purpoſe. Sometimes I pleaſe my ſelf that a Majority muſt needs be Orthodox ; but

What a Conditionare we all in, who have ſat under the Miniſtry of a Sett of 
Men who have no more Power to exerciſe any of the Sacerdotal Functions, than my Grocm has! 
] hays thought my ſelf a married Man theſe 15 Years, and am the Father of half a 'Dozon Children ; 
but after all, it ſeems I have only kept a Miſtreſs fo long, and muft look on my faucied Wife as the 
wretched Partner in nnlawful Embraces, and thoſe Childred I uſed to behold with Pleaſure, as the dear 

Pledges of a vittuous Love, I can only regard as the unhappy Iflue of a polluted Ped; nor have I the 
Conſolation to think, that Bapiiſm has mended their Condition, and made them Members of CHRIST, 
Children of GOD, and Inheritors of the Kingdom of Heayen; for alas, they receiv'd it from Schiſma- 
tical Hands, whoſe Miniſtratiors are meer Nillies, and ſo the poor Creatures are in a State of Hea- 
theniſm 1til1. I have been a conſtant Obſerver of the Feaſts and Faſts of the Church, and duly attend- 
ed her Sacraments; but Woe is me ! All this will not ſo much as afford me the poor Negative Comfort, 
that 1 have only been doing Nathing to the Purpoſe, for it ſeems 1 have hereby encreaſed the Score of 
my Sins. I conjure you, Sir, to uſe your beſt Endeayours to quiet my Mind, under the Apprehenfions 
of this dreadful Guilt; and if you can, without giving up the Independency of the Church, the Ne- 
ceſfity of an uninterrupted Epiſcopal Succeſſion, and the Doctrine of Non Reſiſtance, repa] this 
Charge of Schiſm, then you will be a happy Inſtrument of removing thoſe Scruples which Ferplex mas 
gy 2 good Churchman, and amongſt the reſt,
